group for compulsory training in 
elementary drill and care of fire arms 
under Regulation LL, such member 
shall comply with all disciplinary 
orders and. instructions given to him 
with reference to and in the course 
of such training, and if he fails to 
do so to the satisfaction of the person 
in Immediate charge of the drill, 
parade or other form of training, or 
if he otherwise misconducts himeclt 
In.connectlon with such -training, he 
may be reprimonded by such person 
in charge or by) the organizer of 
hija group, or he may be required 
to undergo extra drills, fatigues or 
suitable training by way of punish- 
ment fer his neglect of duty or mls- 
conduct. :

He would have 
paid on his assessment for the year 
preceding the operation of the Ordin- 
ance and, on giving notice that he 
was leaving, he would. be faxed on 
his earning from April 1, 1940, to 
the date of his departure. 

The assessment on the year pre~
